ARTICLE  1  -  NAME

ARTICLE  II  -  OFFICERS  AND  APPOINTMENTS 
Officers.  The  Officers  of  this  Commission  shall  be  a  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman,  and  Secretary.  The 
Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  and  Secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Commission  and  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Commission.   Their  terms  shall  expire  on  January  1st  following  the  date  of  their 
election.  In  the  event  of  a  resignation,  a  new  election  shall  be  held  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

ARTICLE  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Chairman.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Commission. 
He/she  shall  appoint  all  committees  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  necessary  or  incidental  to 
his/her  office.  He/she  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  bodies  of  which,  by  the  charter,  he/she  is  made 
ex-officio  member,  or  designate  a  member  of  the  Commission  to  attend  such  meeting  in  his/her  place 
and  stead.  The  Chairman  shall  sign  and  be  responsible  for  all  correspondence  issued  under  the 
name  of  the  Commission  or  any  of  its  committees. 

Section  2.  Vice  Chairman.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  or  in  the  event  of  his/her  inability 
to  act,  the  Vice  Chairman  shall  take  his/her  place  and  perform  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 
Section  1.  Regular  Meetings.   Regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  shall  be  open  to  the 
public  and  shall  be  held  the  second  working  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  a  previously  designated 
time  and  place. 

Section  2.  Special  Meetings.  Special  meetings  of  the  Commission  shall  be  open  to  the 
public  and  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Commission  may  determine,  or  may  be 
called  by  the  Chairman  for  any  time  or  place,  and  must  be  called  by  him/her  upon  the  written 
request  of  three  (3)  members  of  the  Commission,  filed  with  the  Chairman. 
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Section  3.  Notice.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  regular  and  special  meeting  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  given  to  members  of  the  Commission  at  least  five  days  prior  for  a  regular 
meeting  and  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  a  special  meeting,  and  shall  be  given  by  posting 
and  otherwise,  as  required  by  law. 

Section  4.  Cancellation  or  Change  of  Regular  Meeting.  If  the  regular  meeting  day  falls  on 
a  legal  holiday,  or  if  a  regular  meeting  is  to  be  cancelled  or  changed,  the  Commission  or  the 
Chairman  may  cancel  the  regular  meeting  or  fix  another  time  therefor.  Notice  of  cancellation  or  of 
a  change  in  a  regular  meeting  time  must  be  given  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  scheduled 
time  of  such  meeting. 

Section  5.  Quorum.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of,  at  least,  50%  Commission  members  holding 
valid  appointments. 

Section  6.  Voting.  Every  official  act  taken  by  the  Commission  shall  be  by  resolution  adopted 
by  a  majority  vote  but  not  less  than  a  number  equivalent  to  50%  of  Commission  members  holding 
valid  appointments. 

Section  7.  Parliamentary  Procedure.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice,  as  set  forth  in  the 
current  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  all  meetings  of  the  Commission  except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided. 

Section  8.  Order  of  Business.  The  order  of  business  at  any  regular  meeting  shall  be  as 
follows: 

1.  Roll  Call. 

2.  Approval  of  minutes  not  previously  approved. 

3.  Report  of  Chairman  and  staff. 

4.  Committee  reports. 

5.  Calendared  matters. 

6.  Non-calendared  matters. 

7.  Hearings,  if  any. 

8.  Adjournment. 

Section  10.  Hearings.  A  public  hearing  may  be  held  on  any  matter  before  the  Commission 
at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting.  The  procedure  for  such  public  hearings  shall  be  as  follows: 
1        Description  of  the  issue  by  the  Chairman. 

2.       Testimony  by  proponents,  beginning  with  applicant  or  principal  spokesman. 
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Hearings  (continuation) 

3.  Testimony  by  opponents. 

4.  Discussion  by  Commissioners  as  a  Committee  of  the  whole. 

5.  Comments  by  proponents. 

6.  Comments  by  opponents. 

7.  Action  by  Commission  on  the  matter  before  it. 

8.  The  Chairman  may  impose  time  limits  on  appearances  by  members  of  the  public  and 
may  otherwise  exercise  his/her  discretion  on  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  public 
hearings. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AMENDMENTS 

These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  amended  by  the  Commission  at  any  meeting  by  a  2/3rds  vote 
of  Commission  members  holding  valid  appointments.
